1. The Amendment filed 09/12/201 1 in response to the Office Action of 06/02/201 1 is 
acknowledged and has been entered. Claims 150-152, 158-164, 167-174, 181-187, 190-210,213- 
221, 227-233 and 236-251 are pending, claims 200-203 and 244-247 have been amended, claims 
269-290 are newly added. Claims 150-152, 158-164, 167-174, 181-187, 190-210, 213-221, 227- 
233, 236-251 and 269-290 are currently being examined. 

New Grounds of Rejection/Objection 
Claim Objections 

2. Claims 279-284 are objected to because of the following informalities: 
The word "is" is duplicated. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the fourth paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

Subject to the following paragraph, a claim in dependent form shall contain a reference to 
a claim previously set forth and then specify a further limitation of the subject matter 
claimed. A claim in dependent form shall be construed to incorporate by reference all the 
limitations of the claim to which it refers. 

3. Claim 270 and 280 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, fourth paragraph, because they fail 
to further limit of the claim from which it depends. 

Claim 270 is drawn to the method of claim 269, wherein the anti-CD22 antibody is 
expressed in a mammalian cell prior to being conjugated to the cytotoxic drug and comprises a 
light chain consisting of residues 21 to 239 of SEQ ID NO: 28 and a heavy chain consisting of 
residues 20 to 466 of SEQ ID NO: 30; which is broader than the SEQ ID NOs: 19 and 27 of 
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claim 150 which claim 270 depends because all of the recited sequences of SEQ ID NO: 28 and 
30 are not found in SEQ ID NO: 19 and 27, respectively. See Appendix 1 for alignment. 

Applicant is required to cancel the claim(s), or amend the claim(s) to place the claim(s) in 
proper dependent form, or rewrite the claim(s) in independent form. 

4. All other objections and rejections recited in Office Action of 06/02/201 1 are withdrawn 
in light of applicant's amendments and/or arguments.
